During the past several years the writer has explored 
some of the more remote corners of Jamaica .for ferns, 
as a result of which a number of interesting new records 
have come to light. The type locality of the present new 
species is a precipitous mountain of white limestone 
called Dolphin Head, near the western end of the island 
in the Parish of Ilanover. Here it grows among moist 

shaded boulders in association with other plants endemic 
to the^area.
